Pitney the court held that it had not i 
been shown that tlie rate rule was i« 
fact confi&catory or would be and 
that it docs not take the company's 
property without due process, of law. 


This decision is the culmination of t 
a litigation that was begun in the

With his left hand resting on, the 


old family Bible, bearing the date 
of 1S34, handed down to him liy'hta 
aged mother who four years ago *as 
present at his first inauguration but 
who has since passed away, Jainefe 
M. Cox, Democrat, a newspaper 'piitt- 
lisher of Dayton, for a second time 
took the oath of office which, made 
him the chief executive of Ohi6 lor 
the next two years. 


Thousands witnessed the inaugu- 


ration ceremony, which took place 
in the center of a great forum built 
on the west steps of the state house. 
With his right hand uplifted and 'fac- 
ing Judge Hugh L. Nichols, garbed 
in the official long black robes of 
the supreme court justices, Mr. Cor 
subscribed to this oath: 


"You do solemnly swear that y&* 


will support the constitution of the 
United States, the constitution of the 
State of Ohio, and that as governor 
of the State of Ohio,. you will, dur- 
ing your continuance in office, hon- 
estly and faithfully discharge the du- 
ties incumbent upon you; and thi» 
you do, as you shall answer to God." 


As the governor answered "I do," 


the signal was given for the firing 
of the salute of 17 guns and 
the 


ringing of the chimes 
on Trinity 


Episcopal church at the northwest 
corner of caprtol square. The band 
struck up "America" and heads were 
bared in the great mass of people 
crowded before the rostrum, while 
300 Columbus school children and 
the Democratic Glee Club of Colum- 
bus joined in singing. Friends And 
members of the committee on 
the 


platform shook hands with the new 
governor. 


Governor Cox then launched his 
inaugural address. He sajfd: 


"Standing here in the presence of 


monuments to the past, and looking; 
out on the vast sea of uncertainty 
ahead of us. there comes an over- 
whelming feeling of human limita- 
tion. and our utter dependence on 
the God of all nations.

Th» Hittciy of a Book. 


Following is the story of the first edi- 


tion of Fitzgerald's celebrated transla- 
tion of Omar Khayyam: 


The book was issued anonymously 


and found no buyers. Accordingly the 
author went to Bernard Quaritch'a 
shop, dropped a heavy parcel of 200 
copies of the "Rubaiyat" and said, 
"Quaritch, I make you a present of 
these liooks." 


The famous bookseller offered them 


first at balf a crown, then at a shilling, 
and, again descending, at sixpence, but 
no buyers came. In despair he reduced 
the book to a penny and put copies 
Into a box outside his door with a tick- 
et, "All these are 1 penny each." At 
that price the pamphlet moved. In a 
few weeks the lot was sold, and in this 
way one of the finest gems of English 
literature was dispersed among a not 
overdiscernlng public. 


The legend has It that Dante Gabriel 


Rossettl, Swinburne and Burton were 
among those who discovered the "hid- 
den treasure in the penny bos." Years 
passed, and the once despised volume 
rose In the market and in 3-S9S Qua- 
ritch bought in for £21 a copy which 
forty years before he bad sold for ft 
penny.—London 


The Hundred Yean' War. 


The origin of the Hundred Years' 


war was the king of England's claim 
to the crown of Prance. Philip of 
France left three sons, all of whom 
died without Issue, and the nearest 
male heirs were Edward III., who was 
the nephew of the three sons, and 
Philip de Valois, who was their cousin. 
The law In Edward's claim Is the Salic 
law, which passed over women, and 
Edward owed his blood relationship to 
his mother. 
Edward claimed that, 


though Salic law applied to his mother, 
being a woman, it could not apply to 
him. being a man. On this dispute be- 
gan the war that lasted nearly a cen- 
tury, ending with the many victories 
of Joan of Arc, which crushed the Eng- 
lish authority In France.
